Daughter  of  Wesleyan 


The  opening  line  of  the  Alma  Mater 
makes  the  bold  claim  that  Wesleyan  is 
the  “emblem  of  all  that  is  grand.”  Linda 
Anderson  Lane,  Alumna  of  1919,  A.B. 
and  B.M.,  gave  substance  to  that  claim 
as  she  identified  herself  with  Wesleyan. 
She  achieved  recognition  as  pianist, 
pursuing  post  graduate  work  in  New 
Tork  with  Ernest  Hucheson  and  per- 
forming on  the  radio  and  in  concert. 
She  was  a leader  in  the  arts  in  the 
greater  Macon  community,  serving  as 
president  and  board  member  of  the 
Morning  Music  Club,  as  an  active 
member  of  the  Friends  of  Chamber  of 
Music,  as  a promoter  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Festivals,  and  as  a founding  member  of 
the  Macon  Concert  Association.  The 
significance  of  the  impact  of  her 
leadership  in  the  arts  was  recognized  in 
1978  as  she  was  named  recipient  of  the 
highest  honor  in  Georgia  for  one  who 
has  contributed  to  the  arts  and  cultural 
life  of  the  State:  the  Governor’s  Award 
in  the  Arts. 

Mrs.  Lane  was  an  individual  with 
strong  religious  faith  and  a deep  love 
for  Vineville  United  Methodist,  her 
church.  There  she  gave  of  her  time  and 
energy  for  guidance  and  leadership. 
Her  benevolence  of  spirit  was  matched 
by  her  generosity  of  financial  steward- 
ship. 

Mrs.  Lane’s  sphere  of  influence  in 
the  world  community  was  enhanced  by 
her  vision  of  the  brotherhood  of  man. 


by  her  mental  acuity,  by  her  understan- 
ding of  world  events,  and  by  her  en- 
thusiasm. A key  figure  in  activating  the 
Macon  Chapter  of  World  Federalists 
and  in  organizing  and  sustaining  the 
Macon  Council  of  World  Affairs,  she 
was  recognized  as  an  articulate  world 
citizen  when  she  was  invited  to  speak 
before  a sub-committee  of  the  United 
States  Senate’s  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  concerning  revision  of  the 
charter  of  the  United  Nations.  This 
grand  lady  was  an  alumna  whose 
achievements  are  a source  of  pride  for 
her  College  and  an  inspiration  to  the 
Wesleyan  Community. 

Linda  Anderson  Lane  was  an  ex- 
ceedingly rare  friend  of  the  College. 
Born  into  a family  with  an  already 
remarkable  record  of  service  to 
Wesleyan  (both  parents  were  trustees) 
she  strengthened  that  tradition  with  a 
commitment  and  a devotion  that  is 
awesome  when  reviewed.  During  the 
1930’s,  she  launched  the  Macon  cam- 
paign to  save  Wesleyan,  and  was  the 
most  successful  alumna,  save  for  the 
general  chairman,  her  mother,  in 
securing  funds  for  that  effort.  Her 
leadership  in  the  Alumnae  Association 
reflected  her  determination  to  preserve 
the  bonds  of  friendship  and  love  bet- 
ween Wesleyan  and  those  former 
students  whose  lives  had  been  touched 
by  attendance  at  the  College.  Her  ac- 
tive presence  on  campus,  her  support 


of  faculty,  and  her  interest  in  an  in- 
volvement with  students  were  con- 
tinuous as  long  as  her  health  permitted. 

She  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  instilled  the  love  of  Wesleyan  in 
her  husband  and  in  two  of  her  children 
for  like  service.  As  benefactor  and 
patron  to  the  College,  she  was 
generous  with  her  gifts  of  time  and 
money  to  ensure  that  it  would  maintain 
high  academic  and  cultural  standards. 
Many  of  us  are  aware  of  munificent 
financial  gifts;  however,  there  were  ad- 
ditional gifts  that  were  anonymous  or 
were  given  quietly  in  a manner  that 
would  prevent  attention  being  given  to 
the  donor.  As  a result,  her  generosity  is 
beyond  calculation.  She  was  never 
quiet,  however,  in  her  praise  of 
Wesleyan.  It  has  been  said  that  there 
was  never  a time  when  she  was  not  ac- 
tively involved  with  a project  for 
Wesleyan.  Her  perseverance  was  amaz- 
ing. She  was  determined  to  see  that 
Wesleyan’s  name  was  “always  blest.” 

Wesleyan  has  many  daughters. 
There  are  few  that  have  lived  to  the  ex- 
tent of  Linda  Anderson  Lane  the  clos- 
ing lines  of  the  Alma  Mater: 
“Upholding  thine  ideals,  thy  daughters 
shall  be  true,  faithful  and  loyal,  dear 
Wesleyan,  to  thee.”

J.  Frederick  Wilson.  Dr.  Wilson  has 
served  since  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Fred 
Hicks  in  August  of  1983.  Dr.  Robert 

K.  Ackerman,  elected  president  in 
December,  will  assume  office  at  this 
time. 

Prior  to  being  named  acting  presi- 
dent, Dr.  Wilson  had  served  as  assis- 
tant to  the  president  for  church  rela- 
tions since  1980.  He  had  retired  from 
service  after  forty-two  years  as  a 
minister  in  the  South  Georgia  Con- 
ference of  the  United  Methodist 
Church.  He  has  been  a member  of  the 
college’s  board  of  trustees  for  twenty 
years.  As  assistant  to  the  president,  he 
worked  closely  with  the  president  in 
sustaining  Christian  education  pro- 
grams on  the  campus,  and  in  pro- 
moting a close  association  between 
Wesleyan  and  the  United  Methodist 
Church.  He  also  served  as  professor  of 
religion  and  philosophy. 

Dr.  Wilson  speaks  warmly  of  the 
many  people  at  Wesleyan  who  lent 
their  assistance  to  him  during  his 
tenure.  “The  trustees,  faculty,  alum- 
nae, staff,  students  and  the  student 
leaders,’’  he  says,  “were  wonderfully 
supportive  and  helpful  to  me  as  I car- 
ried out  my  responsibilities  as  presi- 
dent.’’ 

“His  leadership  as  president  has 
been  extremely  valuable  to  all  of  us,’’ 
said  Frank  C.  Jones,  chairman  of  the 
board.  “Wesleyan  is  deeply  grateful  to 


Frederick  Wilson  for  his  willingness 
and  generosity  in  serving  as  acting 
president  this  year.’’ 

Upon  his  retirement.  Dr.  Wilson 
looks  forward  to  a year’s  sabbatical 
from  “duties’’  to  enjoy  traveling  with 
his  wife,  Henry  Kate.  “As  I leave  this 
office,’’  he  says,  “I  know  that  it  is  go- 
ing to  be  filled  by  an  outstanding  per- 
son. I am  confident  that  everyone 
associated  with  Wesleyan  College  will 
support  him  as  they  have  so  firmly  sup- 
ported me.’’

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Julia  Munroe  Woodward,  *34,  was 
awarded  the  honorary  degree.  Doctor 
of  Humane  Letters,  at  commencement 
on  May  5,  1984.  In  recognition  of  her 
outstanding  contributions  to  Wesleyan 
and  her  community  of  Quincy, 
Florida,  Board  Chairman  Frank  C. 
Jones  read  the  following  citation: 

“In  1934  Julia  Munroe  Woodward 
was  graduated  from  Wesleyan  College 
with  the  A.B.  degree,  cum  laude.  In 
1935  she  married  Robert  Davidson 
Woodward,  Jr.,  of  Quincy,  Florida, 
where  they  reared  a family  of  six 
children.  Julia  Woodward’s  activities 
radiated  from  the  home  to  the  varied 
involvements  of  the  growing  family. 
She  was  recognized  as  a leader  in  the 
Quincy  community,  earned  the  title  of 


“Woman  of  the  Year”  through  work 
as  Girl  Scout  organizer  and  troop 
leader  for  thirteen  years,  in  Garden 
Club,  PTA,  the  Quincy  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  ten  years  as  adviser  to  the 
Candy  Striper  Group  of  Gadsden 
Hospital  Auxiliary.  In  1959  the  Quincy 
Exchange  Club  presented  her  their 
“Book  of  Golden  Deeds”  award, 
citing  her  unselfish  service  to  the  com- 
munity and  her  devotion  to  the 
“Golden  Rule.”  She  is  listed  in  the 
1961  edition  of  Who’s  Who  of 
American  Women.  Her  outstanding 
service  to  Wesleyan  College  was 
recognized  in  1974  when  she  received 
the  Alumnae  Award  for  Distinguished 
Service  to  the  College.  For  twenty-five

Harpsichord  Presented  to  Music  Department 


The  music  department  is  the  proud 
new  owner  of  a beautiful  reproduction 
seventeenth  century  Flemish  harp- 
sichord. The  harpsichord  was  a gift 
from  the  late  Linda  Anderson  Lane 
*19,  and  was  built  in  1981  by  Richard 
Kingston,  harpsichord  maker  of  Mar- 
shall, North  Carolina. 

The  soundboard  is  painted  in  the 
traditional  seventeenth  century  manner 
with  such  decorations  as  flowers  and 
butterflies.  Also  featured  on  the 
soundboard  is  a rosette  emblem  bear- 
ing the  motto  of  Wesleyan,  “Judge  not 
by  outward  appearance.”  The  jack  rail 
bears  a gold  leaf  inscription,  “Soli  Deo 
Gloria”  (only  to  the  glory  of  God).  All 
of  the  manuscripts  of  Bach  bear  this  in- 
scription.

She  is  active  in  many  Colum- 
bus civic  organizations,  and  has  been 
honored  by  the  Chatahoochee  Business 
and  Professional  Women’s  Club  and 
Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority. 

Mrs.  Burns,  also  recognized  for  ser- 
vice to  the  community,  has  had  a 
number  of  “firsts”  in  her  civic  involve- 
ment. Besides  being  the  first  female 
president  of  the  United  Way  of  Macon 
and  Bibb  County  this  past  year,  she 
was  also  its  first  female  finance 
chairperson.  Mrs.  Burns  was  the  first 
woman  in  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  to  be 
named  Senior  Warden  in  an  Episcopal 
Church.  She  served  in  this  capacity  at 
St.  Paul’s,  and  has  also  been  Junior 
Warden  there. 

She  has  been  active  with  the  board  of 
the  Washington  Memorial  Library,  the 
Family  Service  Agency,  Boy’s  Clubs, 
The  Junior  League  and  state  and  local 
levels  of  the  Colonial  Dames  of 
America.  She  is  currently  serving  as  a 
Wesleyan  trustee. 


Alice  Ann  Hamilton,  honored  for 
distinguished  achievement  in  a profes- 
sion, also  has  a “first”  in  her  career. 
As  the  first  woman  to  hold  the  position 
of  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  DeKalb  County,  she  gained 
statewide  recognition  for  her  work 
with  school  personnel.  Under  her 
leadership,  the  DeKalb  schools  person- 
nel department  won  a National  Award 
for  Excellence  for  its  personnel  policies 
handbook  from  a division  of  the 
Educational  Services  Bureau.  In  1982, 
she  was  named  “A  Special  Friend  to 
Exceptional  Children”  by  the 
Dogwood  Chapter  of  the  Council  for 
Exceptional  Children. 

Honored  for  distinguished  achieve- 
ment in  art,  artist  Theresa  Rett  English 
studied  with  Lucille  Blanch,  Emile 
Holzhauer  and  Marshall  Daugherty.

JULIA  BRANTLEY  WILLET 

A number  of  educational,  cultural,  philanthropic  and  medical  institutions  anc 
churches  were  remembered  as  beneficiaries  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Lawrena 
Willet,who  died  on  March  31  in  her  84th  year. 

Among  those  included  are  the  Talullah  Falls  School,  the  Georgia  Fund  for  In 
dependent  Colleges,  the  Georgia  Tech  Foundation,  Mercer  University  anc 
Wesleyan  College,  the  Atlanta  Historical  Society,  the  Pierce  County  Library,  the 
Children’s  Rehabilitation  Center,  the  A.G.  Rhodes  Home,  the  United  Way  o 
Metropolitan  Atlanta,  Our  Lady  of  Perpetual  Help  Cancer  Home,  the  Henrietu 
Egleston  Hospital  for  Children,  the  John  Hopkins  Hospital,  the  Firsi 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Atlanta  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Blackshear 
Georgia. 

This  partial  list  of  her  benefactions  illustrates  the  breadth  of  Mrs.  Willet’s  in 
terests  and  her  compassion  for  those  afflicted  or  distressed  in  mind,  body  oi 
estate. 

Together  with  her  husband,  the  late  Lawrence  Willet,  she  had  been  a generouj 
donor  to  Mercer  University  and  Wesleyan  College,  making  possible  the  construe 
tion  of  the  Lucy  Lester  Willet  Memorial  Library  at  Wesleyan  and  the  Hugh  Miller 
Willet  Science  Center  at  Mercer. 

Recently  she  had  made  substantial  gifts  to  the  Pierce  County  Hospital,  in 
eluding  a pavilion  for  the  pleasure  and  comfort  of  the  residents  of  the  nursing 
home  attached  to  the  Hospital;  and  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Blackshear 
the  Fellowship  Hall  of  which  was  given  by  her  and  is  named  in  her  honor.  He 
many  private  and  individual  gifts  are  known  only  to  the  recipients. 

Julia  Brantley  Willet  was  born  in  Blackshear,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mn 
A.P.  Brantley.  In  1921  she  was  married  to  Lawrence  Willet  and  lived  in  AtlanU 
thereafter.  Following  the  example  set  by  her  mother,  Ella  Foreacre  Brantley,  wht 
had  been  President  of  the  Georgia  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  Mrs.  Wille 
was  active  in  community  affairs.  She  was  influential  in  the  founding  of  the  Youm 
Matron’s  Circle  of  the  Talullah  Falls  School  and  was  the  first  President  of  tht 
Circle.  She  was  a trustee  of  the  Children’s  Rehabilitation  Center.  She  wasi 
member  of  the  Atlanta  Historical  Society,  and,  for  55  years,  of  the  History  Clas 
of  1884. 

Julia  Willet  was  an  elegant  and  beautiful  woman,  beautiful  in  her  person  anc 
her  spirit.  A discriminating  reader  with  impeccable  taste,  she  had  the  true 
scholar’s  respect  for  facts  and  rejection  of  prejudice.  Her  life  was  one  of  lovini 
care  and  service — to  her  parents;  her  husband;  his  parents;  her  beloved  sister;  thi 
late  Constance  Brantley  Ragan;  and  her  sister’s  children  and  grandchildren.  0 
the  many  gifts  she  made,  the  greatest  was  the  gift  of  herself.  She  enriched  the  life 
of  all  who  knew  her.
